Taft to Shelter All Fourth 
Class Postmasters 


Executive Order Placing Fourth 
Class Postmasters in Classi- 
fied Service Will Soon Be 
Issued — Most Far-Reaching 
Extension Ever Made. 
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Washington, September -It was 
practically decided today that Presi- 
dent Taft soon will issue an executive 
order placing ail fourth-class postmas- 
ters in the classified service. This 
order, relieving 36,038 postmasters 
from the uncertainty of political ap- 
pointment, will be one of the most 
comprehensive and far-reaching, as af- 
fecting the c service, ever issued. 

That the president would take this 
ptep, his first act toward putting Into 
‘practice iften expressed belief that 
all government officers below the 
grade of cabinet members should be 
removed from the influence of politics 
and placed under the civil service, be- 
came practically certain late today, 
after a delegation of postmasters re- 
turning from the annual convention of 
thelr association at Richmond, Va, 
had been received at the white house, 
and by Postmaster General Hitchcock. 
The visitors submitted a monster pe- 
tition signed by about 20,000 postmas- 
ters. asking that they be placed in the 
classified service. 

Taft to Act Promptly. 

After discussing the matter 
with the delegation, President Taft 
referred - executive committee of 
the association to Mr. Hitchcock for 
further consideration of the matter. 
Later the committee called upon the 
postmaster general to discuss the sud- 
Jgect with him. 

In a few days Mr. Hiteheock will 
submit to President Taft a formal rec- 
ommendation that the petition be 
@ranteg and the president is expected 
to act promptly and favorably upon 
the recommendation.

Four days later one of the jury became 
insane, and was committed to an 
lum.4\, The state supreme court refused | 
to grant an appeal for a new trial, gnd 
Jordan was sentenced to die during the 
week of March 12, 1911. A writ of 
error being granted an appeal from 
the decision of the state court was 
taken to the United States supreme 
court, but the appeal was denied May 
27, 1912, and nearly four years after 
the commission of the crime Jordan 
was sentenced a second time to die.

Washington, September 23.--It was 
practically decided today that Presi- 
dent Taft soon will issue an executive 
order placing all fourth-class postmas- 
ters in the classified service. This 
order relleving 26.038 postmasters 
from the uncertainty political ap- 
pointment, will be one of the most 
comprehensive and far-reaching, as af- 
fecting the civil service, ever issued. 

That the president would take this 
ptep, his first act toward putting Into 
often expressed belief that 
officers below the 
members should be

came practically certain late today, 
after a delegation of postmasters re- 
turning from the annual convention of 
thelr association at Richmond, Va., 
had been received at the white house, 
and by Postmaster General Hitchcock. 
The visitors submitted a monster pe- 
tition signed by about 20,000 postmas- 
ters, asking that they be placed in the 
classified service. 

Taft to Act Promptly.

Later the committee called upon the 
postmaster general to discuss the sub- 
him.

The report stated 
that lists of electors for president and 
and vice president must be filed with 
the governor forty-five days in ad- 
vance of the election. 

As a result of this publication 
Charles E. Newlin, of Indiana, had 
wild chase and an eventful experience; 
William J. Harris, chairman of the 
democratic state executive committee, 
has been subjected to criticism and 
misapprehension created in some quar- 
ters as to what is the law governing 
national elections. 

On last Saturday, the forty-fifth day 
before the election of November 5, the 
democratic and prohibition electors had 
not been filed with the governor. 
Chairman Harris was out town on 
his vacation and could not be reachéd. 
A local supporter of the water wagon 
candidates advised national headquar- 
ters of the drys several days ago and 
Mr, Newlin was communicated with 
and caught the next train for Atlanta.

. There is nothing in these sections 
stating when the blanks must be sent 
out. Formerly the secretary of state 
Sent out the blanks, but the questiog@ 
was raised by Georgia members of 
congress prior to the 1908 election that 
the returns must be consolidated and 
certified by the governor. Attorney 
General Hart then held that the gov- 
ernor should conform to the same re- 
quirement as is laid down tn para- 
graph VI of section 210 for the guiad- 
ance of the secretary of state. Under 
this ruling, the governor sends out 
t} blanks and consolidates the re- 
turns of national elections, and the 
secretary Of state does tne same for 
state and county elections, 

Georgia Requires Majority Vote. 

Georgia is one of the very few 
states in the union requiring the suc- 
cessful electors to receive a majority 
vote. Vermont ts another; but the 
overwhelming majority of the states 
simply require a plurality vote. Un- 
der the Georgia law_if a majority vote 
is not secured by a majority of the 
electors, the legislature must elect. 
Here is what the law says: 

‘section 115. In the event all or a 
majority of said electors may not have 
received a majority, the governor shall 
communicate that fact to the ge: eral] 
assembly, if in session, and if not, he 
shall issue his proclamation convening 
them in time to secure the vote of the 
state in the electoral college. The 
general assembly shall, by joint bal- 
lot, elect as many. electors as have not 
received said majority. If a majority 
of electors have been chosen by the 
people, they may fill the remaining 
vacancies themselves by ballot, which 
election shall be communicated to the 
governor.” 

Further, it authorizes a majority of 
the state electoral college when it 
meets at the capitol to fill @2ny va- 
cancies.

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IT SURELY COSTS 
TO KEEP EATING 


U. S. Bureau of Labor Shows 
How Food and Coal Prices 
Have Soared. 


mm 


Washington, September 23.—The 
most marked upward trend of the cost 
of living is disclosed in the federal 
bureau of labor's report of an investl- 
gation of prices for the past ten years 
conducted in the important industrial 
centers of thirty-two states. Fifteen 
most important articles of food, as well 
as coal, comprising two-thirds of a 
workingman’s needs, were investi- 
gated. 

On June 15, 1912, the report shows, 
fourteen of the fifteen articles of food 
were higher than a year before, and 
ten had advanced in. the past ten years 
more than 50 per cent over the average 
retail price for the ten-year period 
1890-1899. 

During the last decade prices of po- 
tatoes changed most and sugar the 
least. Their advances were 111.9 and 
8.5 per cent, respectively. During the 
last year bacon, which decreased just 
one-tenth of one per cent, was the only 
one of the fifteen principa] articles of 
food that showed a decline in price, 
while nine of the fifteen increased 
more than ten per cent, varying from 
2.4 per cent for milk to 18.6 for round 
steak. Of the fifteen, only eggs, butter, 
milk and sugar were lower; but the 
price of three of these four is nom- 
inally lower during summers than dur- 
ing winters. 

This was the showing made for the 
food prices in the last year, according 
to the report, on. the foods investi- 
gated: 

Decrease in Price—Smoked = bacon, 1 
per cent. 7 

Increase in Price—Fresh milk, 2.4; 
smoked ham, 2. hens, 3.8; granulated 
sugar, 6; Irish potatoes, 7.6; Wheat 
flour, 10.7; pork chops, 11.2; pure lard, 
11.3; strictly fresh eggs, 11.8; corn 
meal, 12.7; creamery butter, 15.3; sir- 
loin steak, 17.1; rib roast, 17.5; round 
steak, 18.6. 

The advance during the decade, 
comparing the price June 15 last with 
the average for the ten years, was as 
follows. Granulated sugar, 8.5 per

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THREE NATIONS 
CHASE ROBBERS 


United States, England and 
Greece After Men Who 
Looted Bank. 


Chicago, September 23.—United 
States authorities, the English govern- 
men and the police department of 
Greece joined today in the effort to 
run down the missing members of the 
band of safe robbers who looted the 
Bank of Montreal, New Westminster, 
of $272,000, and after making their 
way to Chicago, @loodgd the under- 
world of the city with Canadian bills. 
The escape of the men created one of 
the greatest police scandals in the 
history of the Chicago department. 

The Greek government was brought 
info the search by the disappearance 
of Louis Coloves, who is said to have 
known secrets concerning the escape. 
Coloves is an interpreter for Miles J. 
Devine, attorney for James Sidias, the 
Greek saloon-keeper, in whose place 
Lieutenant Burns says he was knocked 
unconscious in a single-handed attempt 
to arrest two robbers. 

Police’ efforts today were devoted 
largely to tracing clues in connection 
with large quantities of Canadian 
bills of. large denomination, which have 
been offered for exchange in Chicago 
since the robbery. A $20,000 note of 
the New Westminster bank was offer- 
ed at one bank by two Greeks the day 
before Burns was overpowered. 

The story of Lieutenant Burns’ en- 
counter with the two safe-blowers was 
told today by a bartender in Sidias’ sa- 
loon, 

“I Knew Burns was a policeman as 
soon as I saw him,’ he said. “The two 
men he tried later to arrest had been 
in the back room for several hours. 
They looked to me like farmers. Burns 
had on no coat and had the sleeves of 
his shirt rolled up. He drank at the 
bar several times. He had plenty of 
chance to take the men, because he 
was behind them and could have cover- 
ed them with his gun before speaking.

Mexico City, September 23.—W. C. 
Nichols, an American truit grower, for 
ambassa- 
dor, Henry Lane Wilson,/made a pér- 
emptory demand on Governor Matias 
Guerra, of the state of Tamaulipas, has 
been removed from the Tampico jail 
and placed in a hospital under guard. 
Nichols is ill and his life was in 
jeopardy because of hig confinement. 

This action was taken by order of 
the supreme court judge who previous- 
ly had ordered his reimprisonment, and 
it has relieved a situation which was 
fast becoming acute, Nichols was sen- 
tenced to eight years’ imprisonment on

There will be two sets of election 
managers and clerks at each poll, and 
voters will be asked to cast two bal- 
lots, one for governor and statehouse 
and county officers and one for city of- 
ficers. 

“There have been two sets of elec- 
tion officers assigned to each voting 
place to avoid confusion,” explained 
Ordinary Wilkinson. “It will also fa- 
cilitate the work of the clerks in com- 
piling the vote in each ward.”

In addition to the offi- 
cers there are five constitutional 
amendments to we vored on. One is 
to give the legislature the right to 
abolish justice courts in cities of 20,- 
000 or more population. 

Registrar A. P. Stewart said Mon- 
day that the total registration for Ful- 
ton county was 13,890. The registra- 
tion books closed in April, and those 
who falled to register prior to that 
time will lose their votes in the ap- 
proaching election, also the national 
election in November. 


INDICTED FIFTEEN TIMES 
ON TOTAL OF 645 COUNTS 


Peoria, Till. September 23.—Fifteen 
true bills, containing 645 counts charg- 
ing forgery, were returned by a grand 
jury today against Newton C. Dough- 
erty, formerly an educator of prom- 
inence, once an officer in the National 
Education association hand head of 
Peoria’s schools. Dougherty now is on 
parole after serving part of a sentence 
for fillegally obtaining school-fund 
money from this city. It is said his 
peculations have amounted to half a 
million dollars. 

The indictments today are said to 
have been based upon scrip issued by 
Dougherty in the years 1888 and 1889, 
on which he obtained money gupposed 
to be going to employees of the school 
system.

IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Washington, September 23.—How to 
best care for delinquent and dependent 
children and needy families was the 
theme of the papers and addresses at 
the meeting of the national conference 
of Catholic charities today. President 
Taft received the delegates at the white 
house, and told them that their pres- 
ence “suggested the passage we know 
from scripture, ‘the greatest of all is 
charity.’ ”’ 

Mrs. Thaddeus J. Meder, of the Cath- 
olic. Woman’s league, of Chicago, dis- 
cussing “necessary legislation,’ advo- 
cated an appropriation by congress of 
$50,000 for the suppression of the white 
slave traffic, and condemned the teach- 
ing of sex hygiene in schools. “I ama 
bit old-fashioned,” she said, “when it 
comes to eugenics, and I offer a prayer 
of thanksgiving every day that my boy 
has been told the story of life by his 
mother instead of by some disinter- 
ested schoolmaster.” 

Miss Mary E. Shinnick, probation of- 
ficer of Cincinnati, said it were better 
for the state to support the home, 
through the juvenile court’ or some 
charitable state agency, and keep the 
mother and children togather, than for 
the home to be broken up and the chil- 
dren placed in a charitable institution. 
She urged that the widows be pen- 
sioned by the state. 

Edwin Mulready, executive officer and 
secretary of the Massachusetts proba- 
tion commission, said that forty states 
now had systems of probation for chil- 
dren, while ten years ago only six 
states had such measures. He urged 
state aid for such work.

Comptroller Wright Recalls 
How Lincoln Transferred 
Financial Leadership. 


“Any man under 40 years of age, 
with common sense and industry, and 
a small amount of money, can go into 
the country, buy him a farm and raise 
his family in comfort and even aspire 
to prosperity,” said William A. Wright, 
comptroller general of Georgia, on yes- 
terday. 

“Nebody now denies that the trend 
of the times is back to the farm, With 
better schools and better roads, one of 
the great drawbacks that formerly ex- 
isted against farm life, is being re- 
moved. 

‘Do you know that before the war 
the wealth of the country was in the 
south? At the time the war broke 
out we had $500,000,000 of property, 
but of this $300,000,000 was in slaves. 


' The credit of the big southern plant- 


of 
The 
land wasn’t worth arything unless he 
had the labor to cultivate it. $When 
President Lincoln attached his signa- 
ture to the emancipation proclamation, 
he transferred the wealth of the coun- 
try from the south to the north by 
rendering valueless 50 per cent of 
southern wealth. 

“In former days there were four 
kinds of property, and the assessment 
and collection of taxes to run the state 
government was simple as compared 
to what it is today, with the great di 
versity of wealth. There was land, 
divided into the pine land of south 
Georgia and the oak and hickury land 
of north Georgia; city and town pro}- 
erty; live stock and negroes, and an 
omnium gatherum clause entitled, ‘All 
other kinds of property.’ 

“The war made a big difference, but 
the south will again become the 
wealthy portion of this country: Its 
climate and the variety of its crops 
insures that it will be the leading agr!- 
cultural portion of the United States. ’

BY BATHTUB” TRUST 


Washington, September 23.—The 
venom of anarchy could not elaborate 
@ more enervating, paralyzing pre- 
scription than the Sherman anti-trust 
law, translated literally, declared at- 
torneys for the s0-called “bathtub 
trust” in the defense of that organiza- 
tion filed with the supreme court of 
the United States. Their brief con- 
stituted the opening of the fight before 
the highest tribunal over the finding 
of the federal courts in Maryland that 
}the enameled ware manufacturers were 
violating the Sherman anti-trust law 
The question will be argued orally in 
October. 

Hert Noble, Henry D. Estabrook and 
Hartwell P. Heath, whose names ap- 
pear as counsel for the defendants, ar- 
gued in the brief that the alleged 
illegal combination had been a benefit 
instead of an evil to tue public. 

It was contended that if the Sher- 
man law were to be interpreted ac- 
cording to its rhyme and not its rea- 
son, it would be the righteous duty of 
every lawyer to circumvent the Sher- 
man act, if it can be accomplished. 

According to these attorneys, the 
true construction of the law is that 
it does not condemn a fair and reason- 
able attempt to avoid loss by means 
of trade agreements where intended to 
prevent nothing but the cutting of 
rates below reasonable profit, further- 
more, that in forbidding monopoliza- 
tion, the act did not mean to prohibit 
simply the complete occupation of a 
field, if the occupation may be accom- 
plished fairly.

Late Saturday evening W. N. Rob- 
érts, an employee of the ‘bank, an- 
swered the telephone and was told 
that if he would look at the rear door

which friends had been playing on the 
employees of the bank since the rob- 
bery.

Washington, September 25.—A _ na- 


tional bureau of health was strongly 
urged today by President Taft in his 
address of welcome to the fifteenth In- 
ternational. Congress of Hygiene and 
Demography, and by Dr. Henry P. 
Walcott, of Massachusetts, president 
of the congress. The first day’s session 
of the congress, which will continue 
throughout the week, was filled with 
discussion of importance in its rela- 
tion to public health problems. 

Dr. John H. bong, of Northwestern 
university medical school, 
told the delegates today that he had 
experimented with “poison squads,” 
and had found no ill effects from the 
of benzoate of soda and sulphate 
copper.
